Its Inception. 

Many difficulties attend an attempt to record the birth of 
any social, political, or educational movement; it is generally 
the idea of a man, talked about casually among men, and fin- 
ally, expressed in some concerted action, forms a part of history. 
Such seems to have been the beginning of the Normal School 

Mdea in this district. The West Chester Academy, an institu- 
tion incorporated ** for the education of youth in the English 
and other languages, in the useful Arts, Sciences and Litera- 
ture," had existed since March 27, 1812 ; and on April 29, 1869 
a meeting of its Board of Trustees was held at the office of Mr. 

' Wayne MacVeagh for the purpose of taking the first distinct 
step toward the establishment of the Normal School in this 
place. 

The following minutes of the Board will indicate the work 

, that was done upon that occasion : 

'The Board met at Mr. MacVeagh's office, April 29, 1869. Present — Joseph J. 
' Ivcwis, Dr. Wilmer Worthington, John Marshall, Joseph P. Wilson, Joseph Hemphill, 
J. ly. Worthington. and Washington Townsfend. . 

Prof. tJames Pyle] Wickersham, Superintendent of the School Department of the 
i state, was present by invitation. 

After hearing some remarks from Prof. Wickersham upon the subject of the 
Normal Schools of this State it was resolved that a committee of three be appointed 
by the chair : 

ist. To inquire as to the feasibility of establishing a Normal School in this dis- 
trict, being No. i of the Normal Schools of the State, and composed of the countie-; of 
Chester, Delaware Montgomery, and Bucks. 

2nd. As to the pecuniary means which can be commanded for the purpose, and 
also the requisite amount. 

^" 3rd. As to the locality of the institution, and generally to collect such facts as will 
' enable the Trustees to come to some definite conclusions and action upon the subject. 
The Chairman [Jos. J. I,ewis Esq.] appointed Dr. Worthington, John Marshall, 
and Washington Townsend said committee. Mr. Townsend was excused from serving 
on said committee, and the President of the Board substituted in his place. 
On motion, adjourned to meet at the call of the Committee. 
r- . J. Lacey Darlin gton, Sec'y. 
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Several meetings of the Trustees were held between the above 
date and Aug. i8, 1869, when arrangements were made for '*a 
public meeting of the citizens interested in the establishment 
of a Normal School in West Chester." This meeting was held 
in the Court House, Monday evening, Aug. 23, 1869, and the 
gentlemen chosen as a committee to address it were Jos. J. 
Lewis, Dr. Worthington and Capt. R. T. Comwell. 

At the above mentioned meeting of the citizens, the follow- 
ing resolutions were offered by Wm. Darlington, Esq., and, after 
being earnestly advocated by Capt. R. T. Comwell, Wm. B. 
Waddell, Esq., Prof. Wm. F. Wyers, Rev. Wm. E. Moore, 
and R. Emmett Monaghan, Esq., were unanimously adopted: 

'* Resolved: That we deem the establishment of a State Normal School in the Bor- 
ough of West Chester, or its immediate vicinity, highly eligible and easily practicable 
and demanded by the needs of the First Normal School District. 

** Resolved: That the proposition of the Trustees and Contributors of the 'West 
Chester Academy,' to make their valuable property library, and museum, a basis for 
the establishment of such a Normal School, appears to us to be exceedingly liberal, and 
we recommend it to the favorable consideration of our fellow-citizens in the hope and 
expectation that it will receive their prompt and cordial support. 

*' Resolved: That William Dp.rlington Ksq. Samuel R. Shipley, Wayne MacVeagh, 
Esq., Rev. William E. Moore L,ewis W. Shields Wm. Apple, Bentley Worth, Jefferson 
Shaner, Eber Woodward, Col. Henry R. Guss, Dr. Geo. Martin, J. J. Parker, Stephen 
G. Snare, David M. McFarland, and Samuel G. Harry be a committee to confer with 
the said Trustees and contributors, to render such aid as may ble necessary to carry 
their proposition and arrangement into execution and to obtain subscriptions to the 
stock of the corporation oh such terms and conditions as may be deemed advisable to 
attain the object in view." 

This committee of fifteen presented its report to the citizens 
convened in the Court House, Sept. 9, 1869. The following 
were the points of agreement unanimously adopted: 

"ist. That said Trustees [of West Chester Academy] shall apply for and if pos- 
sible, produce such a modification of the charter of the Academy as will permit its 
change into that of a State Normal School in West Chester or vicinity. 

' 2nd. All the property of the Academy shall be handed over to and devoted to the 
purposes of the Normal School, subject to the trusts under which it is held, which 
shall be properly provided for. 

"3rd. The Normal School shall be organized as a joint stock company with such 
an amount of capital as may be needed, to be divided into shares of fifty dollars each. 
In all elections each share shall be entitled to one vote. 

"4th. In all elections for Trustees or Directors of the said Normal School, the 
present members of the Chester County Cabinet of Natural Sciences shall be entitled 
to four votes each. 

'5th. The subscriptions to stock shall be made payable to John Marshall and 
William WoUerton and the money shall be expended upon the order of the majority of 
the Committee hereinafter mentioned. 

"6th. The stockholders shall elect four persons and the Trustees of the Academy 
shall appoint four other persons who shall constitute a committee of eight who, or 
a majority of whom, shall have the whole power of determining the location of the 
school, erecting the buildings, and doing all other acts necessary to carry the project 
into effect. 
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"7th. The said four persons elected by the stock-holders shall have power to fill 
all vacancies happening in their body. 

"8th. The meeting of stockholders to elect said four persons, shall be held at such 
time and place and upon such notice as shall be determined by John Marshall and 
William Wollerton." 

This meeting was held Dec. 2, 1869, and the four persons 
chosen to represent the people in the management of the Normal 
School Association were Capt. R. T. Comwell, William S. 
Kirk, John G. Robinson, and Lewis W. Shields. 

The trustees of West Chester Academy were represented in 
the Normal School Board of Managers by Dr. Wilmer Worth- 
ington, C. C. Sellers, John Marshall and David M. McFarland, 
appointed at the meeting held January 3, 1870. 

The first meeting of the joint Board of Managers of the Nor- 
mal School was held in the office of Wayne MacVeagh, Jan. 15, 
1870, at which time Dr. Wilmer Worthington was chosen Pres- 
ident and Capt. R. T. Comwell, Secretary. 

This Board of Managers at once began operations looking to- 
ward the purchase of a lot and the erection of suitable build- 
ings for the school. Numerous projects were offered to them 
for consideration and a large number of available lots present- 
ed to them for sale. Old buildings were offered, and alterations 
and enlargements proposed, but it was finally decided, March 
28, 1870, that they would erect a new, commodius building 
containing modem conveniences and adapted to enlargement, 
as, growing needs might require, without destroying its sym- 
metry. The lot finally decided upon, April 22, 1870, was the 
one owned by Hon. Waytie MacVeagh and originally contained 
ten acres. By May 24, 1870, the resolution **that we proceed 
to build the Normal School** was adopted. 

The confidence with which the new movement had inspired 
the members of the West Chester Academy was shown the day 
before the passage of the above resolution by the Normal School 
Board of Managers, in the unanimous adoption of the follow- 
ing resolutions: 

"Whereas, The amount of stock already subscribed to the West Chester State 
Normal School is sufficient to insure the successor the enterprise, beyond any reason- 
able doubt, and, 

"Whereas, The plan of the proposed building: submitted by the architect meets 
the approbation of this Board, and the estimates of its cost appear to come within the 
financial means of the Normal School Corporation . therefore, 

^Resolved: That the entire property of the West Chester Academy be and is here- 
by appropriated towards the establishment of the West Chester State Normal School." 
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The property was disposed of at private sale "in accordance 
with the provisions of an Act of the General Assembly of the 
Commonwealth of Pennsylvania, entitled 'an act to authorize 
the Trustees and contributors to the West Chester Academy to 
become a State Normal School,' passed the loth day of March 
1870;" ''all that real estate with its appurtenances now owned 
by said corporation, between Gay and Market Streets, and 
Darlington and New Streets" in the Borough of West Chester, 
for the sum of $17,000, and other property giving a- grand 
total of $28,784.36. 

Work upon the main building was begun at once, and on 
Sept. 14, 1870, the corner-stone was laid by Dr. J. P. Wicker- 
sham, 'State Superinteiilent of Public Schools. By February 1 1 , 
1 87 1, work upon the building had so far advanced, that appli- 
cation was made to the Superintendent of Common Schools to 
make the necessary inspection with a ^iew to having it accepted 
as a State institution. "Upon this application a committee was 
appointed, who, on the 2 2d day Of February, 1871, visited the 
buildings, made the necessary examination and reported favor- 
ably ; whereupon the Superintendent issued his proclamation 
declaring the institution a State Normal School for the Fir^t 
District."' - 

On May i^ 1871, the stockholders of the school met and 
elected a Board of Trustees, consisting of nine men, as follow^: 
Dr. Wilmer Worthington, Wm. S. Kirk, R. T. Cornwell, John 
G. Robinson,. Wm. E. Moore, Marshall B. Hick.ilan, William 
B. Waddell, Esq., Ev^afi's Rogers, and J osiah Hoopes. 

The organization of the Board was effected May 6, 1871, at 
which time Rev. Wm. E. Moore was chosen President; Capt. 
R. T. Cornwell, Secretary, and Thomas W. Marshall, Treasurer. 

By July 20, 1 87 1, thci' Trustees had selected Prof. Ezekiel H. 
Cook as the first Principal of the school. On the 25th of 
September, 187 1, the school was opens! amid very auspicious 
circumstances ; the number of boarders enrolled was over one 
hundred and there were thirty day scholars. 

Financial Statement. 

The financial statement made by the building committee upgn 
that occasion was a most promising one. Following is the re- 
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port of the financial affairs of the institution so far as they were 
managed by the joint Board of Managers to date— September 
25, 1871 :

[Expenditures for furniture, etc., which were tinder the 
direction of the Board of Trustees elected. May i, 1871, were 
not included in the above report.] 

The sum of money which the Normal School has put so 
largely into the industries of this community is very great. 
There has always been some money appropriated by the State ; 
for this, mortgages were regularly taken up to 1892. But when 
this sum is put in comparison with the earnings of the institu- 
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tion from other soiirces, it shows that the mortgages of the 
State are very well secured. 

In all there have been State appropriations amounting to 
$190,000.00. The earnings of the school, given without enter- 
ing into details, have exceeded $1,265,000.00. Considerably 
more than $1,260,000.00 have been spent on the school, much 
of it in permanent improvements, other in running expenses. 
A steady growth in buildings, equipments, and land has char- 
acterized the school, from a very early period in its history. 
The price of the original lot and buildings appears in the first 
financial report of the Board of Managers, given above. It is 
$91,000.

EZEKIEt H. COOK, A. M. Ph. D., 

PRINCIPAI,, 1871-72. 

E. H. Cook, the first principal of the school, was born at Madrid, 
Franklin connty, Maine, December i8th, 1845. He was prepared for 
college at Maine State Seminary, I^ewiston, Maine, and took his de- 
gree of A. B. (66) and A. M. (69) from Bowdoin College. In recogni- 
tion of his efforts in behalf of popular education, the Universities of 
Colgate and St. Lawrence both conferred upon him the degreeof Ph. D. 

The important positions Dr. Cook has filled are the following : Princi- 
pal of Wilton Academy, Maine ; Woodstock Academy, Conn. ; State 
Normal School, West Chester, Pa. , High School, Columbus, Ohio ; 
Potsdam State Normal School, N. Y. ; Head-master Rutger's College 
Preparatory School, New Brunswick, N. J.; Superintendent Pubfic 
Schools, Flushing, N. Y.; Assistant Editor of the Educational Review. 

Dr. Cook has served as President of the New York Teachers' Associa- 
tion ; President of the New Jersey State Teachers' Association, and 
Secretary and President of the National Educational Association. 

In 1869, he married Miss Clara Wing Coburn, of Brunswick, Maine. 

His connection with the West Chester State Normal School was of 
but short duration, but it was during an important formative period, 
and upon his retirement, the work was handed over to his successor 
well organized and in prime condition to begin its growth. 

Dr. Cook's present address is Park Hill, Yonkers, N. Y. 

WILLIAM A. CHANDLER, A. M., M. D., 
PRiNCiPAi,, 1872-73. [winter term only.] 

William A. Chandler, the second principal of the school, was bom at 
Kennett Square, Chester county. Pa., September 10, 1834. His early 
education was received in the schools of the neighborhood, where he 
was prepared for college. He entered Michigan University and was 
graduated with the degree of A. B. in 1862. Having manifested an in- 
clination for the study of medicine, his senior year in college was partly 
spent in electives in the medical department, so he was able to gradu- 
ate as an M. D., in 1863. 

Before taking his final year in college and his medical course, he was 
engaged for several years in teaching, having acted in connection with 
Dr. Franklin Taylor in the founding of Eaton Academy, Kennett Square. 

In 1864, he volunteered in the U. S. Army as an assistant surgeon, 
and was given his first charge upon the battle-field of Gettysburg. 
From there he was put in charge of different hospitals in the west and 
finally, having received an honorable dischai^e from the army, he settled 
in Detroit, Michigan, where he practiced medicine for seven years. 

In 1872 he was called from Detroit to the principalship of the Normal 
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School. His connection with this institution was of too short duration 
to admit of innovations or marked growth. 

After resigning from the Normal School, he moved to Philadelphia 
where he continued the practice of medicine until the time of his 
death, December 19, 1895. 

Dr. Chandler was also Professor of Chemistry in the Medico Chirurgi- 
cal College of Philadelphia, and a member of the Philadelphia Medical 
Society. 

In 1864, Dr. Chandler married Miss Louisa A. Stem, daughter of John 
Stem, Esq., and niece of Rev. Doctor Nathan Stem, of Norristown, Pa., 
both of whom were very active workers in the Anti-Slavery Cause. 

GEORGE L. MARIS, A. M., 

PRINCIPAI,, 1873-81. 

George 1,. Maris the third principal of the school, is a native of Ches- 
ter county. He was educated in the public schools of West Vincent 
township, West Chester Academy, and the University of Michigan, from 
which place he was graduated in 1867. He was eng iged in teaching 
for two years in Upper Uwchlan township, and for foar years in West 
Chester Academy. In 1869 he was elected Superintendent of the Pub- 
lic Schools of Chester county. In this position, Prof. Maris inaugurated 
many important changes. He systematized local institutes throughout 
the county ; organized conventions of school directors for consultation — 
an entirely new feature in the school work, and secured the establish- 
ment of an office for the County Superintendent of Public Schools. 

He refused re-election with a view to finishing his law studies. 

By the resignation of Dr. Chandler from the principalship of the 
Normal School in the Spring of 1873, ^ vacancy was caused to which 
Prof. M tris was called by the unanimous vote of the Board of Trustees. 
During his administration the school made many improvements, and 
began the process of enlargement which has characterized it ever since. 

In the summer of 1881, Prof. Maris left the Normal School to accept 
a professorship in Swarthmore College; this was resigned soon after, 
and he was made Principal of the Boys' Department of the Friends' 
Central High School, Fifteenth and Race Sts., Philadelphia. 

This position was filled with eminent success until the George School 
was established at Newtown, Pa., at which time Prof. Maris was 
chosen to become its first Principal. He is at present successfully en- 
gaged in building up this important institution in our neighboring 
county. 

In 1869 Prof. Maris married Miss Annie M. Pinkerton of Chester Co. 

GEORGE MORRIS PHILIPS, A. M., Ph. D., 

PRINCIPAIv, 1881 

G. M. Philips, the fourth Principal, was born at Atglen, Chester 
county. Pa., in 185 1. His early education was received in the local 
schools and his college preparation in the high school conducted by 
Prof. Wm. E. Buck. In 1867 he entered Lewisburg University (now 
Bucknell), from which place he was graduated in the classical course in 
1871. In 1884 the some institution conferred upon him the degree of 
Doctor of Philosophy. 

Immediately after graduation, Prof. Philips was elected Professor of 
Mathematics in Monongahela College, in western Pennsylvania ; this 
position he held until the Spring of 1873, when he was elected to a 
similar position in the West Chester Normal School, entering upon his 
new duties one week before Dr. Chandler's principalship ended. In 
1878 he resigned the position at West Chester to become Professor 
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of Mathematics and Astronomy in Lewisburg University, where he re- 
mained until 1881, when Prof. Maris resigned the principalship of the 
Normal School and he was elected his successor. 

That he is the proper man for the place is most fully shown by the 
manner in which the institution has grown under his administration and 
by the esteem in which he is held by the members of the faculty, now 
laboring with him. Reference to the roll of students by years, given 
on another page, and to the permanent improvements, will show what 
phenomenal growth has characterized the school in every way during 
his principalship. In addition to all this, his work elsewhere would 
occupy an ordina^rily busy life. He is at present a director in the Nat- 
ional Bank of Chester County and in the Dime Savings Bank of Chester 
County ; Manager of the Chester County Hospital ; President of the 
Chester County Historical Society ; a member of the College and Uni- 
versity Council of Pennsylvania, and a trustee of Bucknell University. 
He has served as President of the State Teachers' Association of 
Pennsylvania ; Vice-President o the National Educational Association 
of the United States ; and for seven years. President of the Microscopi- 
cal Society of West Chester. 

In 1875 Dr. Philips was offered the superintendency of the Public 
Schools of Chester county, jn 1881 he was elected to and declined the 
Principalship of the Indiana (Pa.) State Normal School. In 1888 he re- 
fused to accept the Presidency of Bucknell University, although unani- 
mously elected to that position by the Board of Trustees, and in 1890 
he declined Governor Beavei's offer of the position of State Superin- 
tendent of Public instruction of Pennsylvania, and has other tempt- 
ing positions. In these and other ways he has manifested his devoion 
to the institution over which he presides and to the cause which it re- 
presents. 

As an institute instructor and a platform lecturer, Dr. Philips is very 
much sought after in this and other states. He has also written ex- 
tensively, his works embracing Astronomy, Natural Philosophy, Civil 
Government of Pennsylvania, and Geography of Pennsylvania. 

In 1877 he married Miss Elizabeth M. Pyle of Highland township, 
Chester county, at that time a teacher of Instrumental music in the 
Normal School, and, since their return to the school, a most efi&cient 
worker in the temperance and other organizations designed for the 
social and moral elevation of the young people of this place. 

Dr. Philips is a member of the First Baptist Church of West Chester, 
in which he has served as a deacon for many years ; he is also a member 
of the Sons of the Revolution, being a direct descendant in the third 
generation from Lieut. John Philips who was born in Wales and served 
this country, with his three brothers, during the Revolutionary War. 

. . . FACULTY . . . 

The Faculty of the West Chester State Normal School has 
always stood for a high grade of scholarship. In the class- 
room the work ha^ been done which has caused pupils to look 
back with pride to the time spent here; and it is this work 
also which has caused the school to push into the front 
rank of the educational institutions of its kind in the state and 
country. 

In their work as teachers the greatest liberty has always been 
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accorded for the show of individual power ; but back of all this 
there has been the unifying element of wise supervision on the 
part of the principal, and the furnishing of a splendid equip- 
ment for work on the part of the Board of Trustees. In the 
following list will be found the names of many well known 
educators :

The first class graduated in June, 1874, numbered but ten 
members. Though small in numbers, this was an earnest 
band, and in no respect have they evinced this more forcibly 
than in their frequent returns to the school, kept up even to the 
present time. Wednesday, June 23, 1875, marks the beginning 
of the Alumni Association, formed under the direction of Prin- 
cipal George L. Maris, who had sent forth the first graduating 
class from the school, and was just about to send forth the 
3econd. To Dr. Geo. G. GrofF, the only gentleman in the 
class of '73, belongs the honor of having first served the Asso- 
ciation as president. 

The school is justly proud of the record made b}'' its gradu- 
ates in the last twenty -two years. That they are a body of ag- 
gressive men and women may be seen in part from the follow- 
ing statement :

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In addition to the above showing, we must record the death 
of 27 graduates, and strike from the list of public servants 98 
whose labors have been changed through marriage to the quiet 
duties of the household. 

About 200 either have been or are at present engaged in ad- 
vanced courses of study, either in the line of the college or of 
the professional school. This remarkable showing grows the 
more remarkable when we remember that loi students were 
graduated in the class just leaving and that 137 were members 
of the classes of 1894 and 1895 — the two classes still engaged 
in the teaching work that is to secure to them their life di- 
plomas. This seems like a sufiScient reply to those who claim 
that the Normal School fills its graduates with a conceit of 
learning, and thus hinders them from future growth.

Very little has been done by the Association in the way of 
influencing legislation with regard to the school, because very 
little has been attempted. It has kept in active touch , however, 
with the management of the school, and has been most out- 
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spoken in defense of the general policy there maintained. In 
1887 a handsome reading desk was presented by the Alumni 
Association to the Trustees of the school, to serve as an orna- 
ment to the chapel and as a constant reminder of the interest 
felt in the school's welfare. 

At the last meeting of the Alumni Association, held July 2, 
1896, the first formal steps were taken toward the raising of an 
Alumni Scholarship Fund, to be used at the discretion of a 
regularly appointed committee, for the help 'of such students as 
show sufl5cient promise and need financial aid to enable them 
to finish their Normal School course. The money is to be 
loaned in amounts which the committee will determine, and 
either without interest or at a low rate of interest as the com- 
mittee may yet decide. 

At the business meeting a very encouraging beginning was 
made by raising two hundred and fifteen ($215) dollars. The 
committee was then instructed to send a printed notice of the 
movement, accompanied by a request for subscriptions, to all 
membei's of the association. By this means it is confidently 
hoped that the fund may be put upon such a firm basis as to 
insure its success for future years. 

The committee appointed to have charge of the fund is con- 
stituted as follows : 

The Principal of the school to be permanent chairman of the 
committee; Supt. Addison Jones and Miss Sue C. Lodge to 
serve for three years; Dr. A. T. Smith and Miss Emma J. 
IrOngstreth to serve for two years; Jos. H. Baldwin, Esq., and 
Supt. J. C. Hockenberry to serve fjr one year. Hereafter two 
members are to be appointed upon the committee yearly. 

The movement was so heartily endorsed by all the members 
of the association present that it may confidently be taken as an 
expression of their faith in the good work being done by their 
Alma Mater, and of their desire to be identified positively and 
permanently with it.

Pupils. 

In the great number of pupils it has educated, the West 
Chester State Normal School has a remarkable growth to show. 
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The growth in numbers is no more striking than is the char- 
acter of the individuals attracted to seek an education here. In 
the main we find an earnest body of determined young men and 
women, from all the walks of life, aiming at the highest and 
best, and fearing neither sacrifice nor toil. Unlike the student 
body of many similar institutions, the pupils of this school very 
generally remain in the school throughout the year, and those 
who are graduated now show an average attendance of three 
years. 

Nor has the institution been confined to the borders of our 
own state or even country for her patronage.

The changes that have been made in the courses of studies 
offered in this school, show how the Normal Schools of Penn- 
sylvania have been steadily growing away from the domination 
of that class of men who regarded them merely as first-class 
academies, designed to afford a convenient and cheap boarding 
school for the sons and daughters of that favored few able to 
give their children the advantages of a higher education. Slow- 
ly and steadily have the changes been brought about until now 
we are prepared to offer the advantages of a first-class pro- 
fessional school for teachers of all grades of public school 
work. 

In the Catalogue an^ Circular of the West Chester State 
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Normal ScbOOl for 1872, we find the following : 

THE DEPARTMENTS WILL BE FOUR. 

First. The Preparatory; Designed for such students as may desire 
to enter either department of the Normal School, or to fit for business 
or college. 

Second. The Elementary; Extending through two years, and em- 
bracing the branches taught in the Common Schools, together with 
the study of Latin for one year. 

Third. The Scientific; and 

Fourth. The Classical; 

Each of the two years; either of which, at their option, those 
who have completed the Elementary Course, may pursue. Di- 
plomas will be granted to those who have satisfactorily com- 
pleted either of these three Courses in accordance with the 
Normal School Law. 

In these early days of the educational pioneers, matters were 
necessarily indefinite ; the needs of the community and system 
of schools of which this is one, were not yet fully known ; and 
of this general indefiniteness the Course of Studies was forced 
to partake. By the time the catalogue of 1873 was issued, 
work seems to have been more fully planned and in that cata- 
logue was manifested the growth indicated by the following : 

COURSE OF STUDIES. 

The Course of Instruction prepared for the State Normal 
Schools of Pennsylvania, and approved by the State authorities, 
is as follows : 

ELEMENTARY COURSE. 

A thorough knowledge of the branches taught in common schools, as 
required by law, including higher arithmetic and higher grammar ; also. 

Geography - Physical, as much as found in Warren's ; and 

Mathematical J as much as found in Smith's. 

Etymology — As much as found in Webb's Etymology. 

Geometry. — Plane and solid Geometry, including the measurement 
of the surface and volume of the prism, the pyramid, the cylinder, the 
cone, and the sphere. 

Algebra. — As found in elementary text-books. 

Book-Keeping.— Single entry, as found in ordinary text-books, with 
the knowledge of the use of checks, notes, drafts, etc. 

Physiology. — As found in larger common school text-books. 

Natural Philosophy. — As found in the ordinary text-books with the 
use of apparatus. 
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Rhetoric, — As much as is in Quackenbos or Hart. 

History United States and Constitution, — As in ordinary text-books. 

Botany. — As in ordinary text-books. 

Penmanship, — To be able to teach and explain some approved system, 
and the writing-books to be presented to the Board of Examiners. 

Drawing, — Two of Bartholomew's drawing-books, or an equivalent, 
and sketching upon the black-board simple objects of nature and art. 

Vocal Music, — Principles as found in ordinary text-books, and atten- 
dance upon daily exercises for at least one-third of a year. 

The Theory of Teaching, — This embraces three things, namely : 

1. A knowledge of the mental and moral powers, and the methods 
of training them. 

2. A knowledge of the methods of teaching the different branches 
of study. 

3. A knowledge of the methods of organizing and managing public 
schools. 

The Practice of Teaching. — This includes forty-five minutes' daily 
practice in the Model School, and two meetings each week for the dis- 
cussion of the Practice of Teaching. 

The Theory of Teaching must be commenced the second half of the 
Junior year, and continued during the entire course. 

SCIENTIFIC COURSE. 

Plane and Spherical Trigonometry and Surveying. 

Higher Algebra, — As found in ordinary text-books. 

Analytical Geometry and Calculus, 

Chemistry,— As found in ordinary text-books. 

Natural Philosophy, — As much as in Olmstead. 

Zoology, — As found in Agassiz & Gould. 

Geology. — As found in ordinary text-books. 

General History. — As found in Weber and Wilson. 

Astronom,y. — As found in Loomis. 

Logic. — As much as in At water. 

Mental ond Moral Philosophy. — As much as in Haven or Hickok. 

Elements of Latin. — Including four books of Caesar. 

English Literature. — As much as in Shaw, and the study of English 
Classics for one-third of a school year. 

Theory of Teaching. — As much as in the Elementary Course, and the 
whole of "Methods of Instruction" (Wickersham). 

Substitutions. — Lady pupils may be permitted to substitute for 
Spherical Trigonometry, Analytical Geometry, Calculus, the Mathe- 
matical parts of Natural Philosophy and Astronomy, and the latter third 
of Higher Algebra — an equivalent amount of I^atin, French or German. 

[For the Classical Course the statement was made that the studies 
pursued were similar to those of such a department in college ] By 
1875 this classical course was definitely planned as the others; but by 
1878 it was dropped by approval of the State authorities, and the two 
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courses — the Elementary Course and the Scientific Course — planned 
for. This arrangement continued, with occasional slight alterations, 
until the catalogue for 1895 appeared, in whicH we find the following:

Are held every four weeks in the chapel, for the purpose of 
giving the pupils ease and self-control in playing and singing 
before an audience. 

A course of reading in musical literature is recommended to 
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cultivate the style, and enrich the pupil's knowledge of the 
great masters. 

The Library. 

The greatest adjunct to the class-room work of the school is 
the library. At present it contains 7000 volumes selected to 
suit the demands of the departments of the school. Each 
teacher is urged every year to make out a list of books desired 
for his line of work, and from these lists the books are bought. 
Thus the swelling of any one line of reading matter at the ex- 
pense of equally ^important lines is prevented. There were 263 
bound volumes added during the present school year. At pre- 
sent 1 50 newspapers and magazines are found on the library 
shelves. - 

That the students use the library extensively is evidenced by 
the fact that 5925 books have been drawn from it during the 
present school year. Students are allowed free access to the 
shelves and no record is kept of the books used in the room. 
In addition to those drawn from the library, 250 books per day 
would be a low estimate of the number used. 

In addition to the fine collections of books on poetry, 
history, fiction, travel, sciences, pedagogy, etc., the library 
contains many rare and valuable works. Among them ma}'' be 
mentioned the fine scientific and miscellaneous library of the 
late Dr. William Darlington ; Niles's Register, complete, pre- 
sented by Mr. Evans Rogers, of West Chester; a full set of the 
Pennsylvania Packet, a weekly paper published in Philadelphia 
from 1771 to 1787 ; the earliest existing files of a Chester 
County Newspaper being that of "The American Republican,'' 
beginning with 1808 and extending through many years; many 
of the early Poor Richard, and other rare Almanacs, and nu- 
merous other rare and valuable books. 

The Museum- 

The Museum of the school was, in the main, the gift of the 
Chester County Cabinet of Natural Sciences, founded in 1826. 

It contains the herbariums of the late Dr. William Darlington 
and the late David Townsend. In these are many thousand 
excellent botanical specimens from all parts of the world, either 
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collected by their former owners or secured by exchanges with 
the Hookers, Gray, and other foremost botanists of their day. 
The collection of minerals and shells is large and valuable. 
The birds embrace all the local varieties and many foreign ones, 
and have been carefully mounted and classified by Dr. B. H. 
Warren, State Zoologist of Pennsylvania. 

In addition to these classified sets there are many rare and 
valuable curios from all parts of the world, which have been 
deposited here during the past three-quarters of a century. 

Lecture Course. 

For several years past the school has maimained courses of 
popular lectures, whieh have added much to the entertainment 
and culture of the students and the community.

Summer School.

This was one of the earliest 
schools of its kind in the country, and, although successful and 
well attended, the results secured were not regarded as com- 
mensurate with the difficulties attending its maintenance, and 
it was abandoned after the two years.

Literary Societies. 

The two Literary Societies of the school — The Moore Liter- 
ary Society and The Aryan Literary Society — offer to students 
excellent opportunities for practice in public debate, oration, 
recitation, etc., which could not be secured through any other 
means at their command. 

With regard to most of the provisions of the Constitution and 
By-Laws, these two societies are alike; both are governed in 
their deliberations by ''Rules of Proceeding and Debate in De- 
liberative Assemblies," by Luther S. Cushing. 

MOORE LITERARY SOCIETY. 

The Moore Literary Society was organized September 29, 
1 87 1, and was named in honor of Rev. William E. Moore, 
then President of the Board of Trustees and the honored pastor 
of the First Presb)^erian Church of West Chester. Its motto 
is ''Scire est Reg ere'' (To know is to rule), and its colors are 
garnet and gold. Various revisions have been made in these 
.years in the Constitution and By-Laws of this society, but in all 
essential respects they are as they were originally framed. The 
total enrollment of active members in the society since its or- 
ganization is 2 1 1 2 . The honorary membership of the society is

ARYAN LITERARY SOCIETY. 

The Aryan Literary Society was organized in the fall of 1879, 
and the motto chosen for it was ''Finis coronal opus'' (The end 
crowns the work), while their colors are light blue and old 
gold. Some improvements have been made in the Constitution, 
By-Laws, and Rules of Order of the Aryan Society, as experi- 
ence and further study dictated, but here also the changes have 
been in the non-essentials. The total enrollment of active 
members in this society is a little over 1500. The roll of 
honorary members is much greater than in the Moore Society, 
because here all members of the faculty are made honorary 
members, while in the former they are made regular members. 

Public meetings, preceded by private business meetings, are 
held by the societies on alternate Saturday evenings throughout 
the school year. These meetings are held in the school chapel 
and are open to visitors from the town and surrounding com- 
munity. An audience of eight hundred is very usual and upon 
the occasion of special meetings the chapel is not infrequently 
crowded to its utmost capacity — in the neighborhood of twelve 
hundred people being present. 

For many years both societies presented at their anniversaries, 
programs prepared by home talent, but in recent years this 
plan has given way to that of securing a first-class lecturer, 
reader, or troup af entertainers, for such occasions. The pro- 
ceeds accruing from these entertainments are used in furthering 
the interests of the societies and in making liberal contributions 
to the school library Money has also been used by the 
societies in furnishing the library with suitable oak reading 
tables and chairs, and in decorating their respective ends of the 
room with cabinets, charters, pictures, etc. 

In connection with the programs presented at the anniver- 
saries, the societies issued for many years very creditable 
papers — ^The Moore Literary Gazette and The Aryan Review — 
but in November, 1891, these special publications were discon- 
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tinned and there was begnn the issuing of a monthly school 
periodical called 

The Amulet. 

. Three persons from each society were chosen to edit this 
paper and the first issue was made in February, 1892. Prof. 
F. H. Green was made the first editor-in-chief, and this posi- 
tion has since been held by Miss Sara C. Evans, Prof. Frank 
C. Rex, and Mr. James S. Heberling. There are now upon 
the staff, in addition to the editor-in-chief, an editor of the 
alumni department, eight assistant editors, and two business 
managers. Ten numbers of the Amulet are issued during the 
school year, and the subscription price is one dollar. The 
paper has always maintained such a high standard of merit as 
a school paper, that the members of the school feel no hesitancy 
in presenting it as their organ, and the managers no uncertainty 
in forcing it uppn the attention of advertisers and readers. 

Christian Temperance League. 

The first special organized line of Christian work in the 
school aside from the prayer meetings was the temperance 
work. 

The movement was inaugurated in February, 1886, by Mrs. 
A. P. Reid and Mrs. Richard Darlington, as auxiliary to the 
Woman's Christian Temperance Union, where it remained 
until 1888, when it became auxiliary to the Christian Temper- 
ance lyeague, because of the desire to remain non-partisan. 
After election of officers, the departments of literature, evan- 
gelistic work, scientific temperance teaching, and juvenile 
work were taken up and active work begun. 

The lyeague began its career with 50 charter members ; after 
the canvass of the school by the pledge committee, 28 addi- 
tional active members were secured, and 39 honorary members 
(young men of the school). During the spring term there were 
added to the ^oll 60 active and 45 honorary members, making 
a total for the first year of 138 active members and 84 honorary 
members.

During the amendment campaign in Pennsylvania two meet- 
ings were held with reference to that work and $100.00 was

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raised in the school, to defray the expenses of voters in going 
home to vote for the amendment. 

Much enthusiasm in the cause was awakened and loo copies 
of Dr. Kynett's pamphlet on the '*U. S. Supreme Court and 
the Liquor Traffic" were purchased and distributed during the 
campaign. 

The lycague has subscribed regularly at different times for 
**The Union Signal, ' ' * 'The Amendment Herald, ' ' ' 'The Oak 
and Ivy Leaf," "The White Ribbon," ''The Temperance 
Tribune," and "The School Physiology Journal." Two or 
more of these are kept constantly upon the library shelves. 
Seventy-five yearly subscriptions of the ' 'Temperance Tribune, ' * 
"The White Ribbon," and "The School Physiology Journal" 
have been sent to graduates of the school to be used in their 
work in the public schools. 

Committees have been added to look after the interests of 
temperance in the literary societies of the school, to make a 
final effort to win those seniors who have not yet taken a proper 
stand on the temperance question, and to look after furnishing 
the sick of the school with flowers. 

The meetings held by the League have grown most encour- 
agingly. Starting with an attendance of 30 or 40, they are now 
held in the Auditorium with an attendance of 200 or more. 
The programs presented are varied, consisting of readings, 
music, sentiments, "The News Budget," — a paper of clippings 
— and remarks or lectures upon the vital issues of the day. 
Local option, high license, the Swedish system, the Anti-Saloon 
League, and kindred subjects have been considered, all design- 
ed to educate and interest along the line of Christian temper- 
ance.

Willard, Marion B. Heritage, Mary F. Lathrop, Mrs. Frances

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Young Men's Christian Association. 

The general religious activity of the school, consisting of 
volunteer prayer meetings, the temperance work, and a Bible 
class, was carried on by a few earnest individuals almost with- 
out organization until October i6, 1890, when the Y. M. C. A. 
was organized. At once committees were appointed to sys- 
tematize the work already conducted with such promise, and to 
inaugurate new lines of effort. From the beginning the organi- 
zation grew in popularity and service until it became almost the 
exception to find young men in the school who were not identi- 
fied with it either as active or associate members. The mem- 
bers were at once urged to take an aggressive part in the plans 
of the association. Through their influence much good has 
come to their associates in the school, and perhaps to the young 
people placed under their care in the various communities, be- 
cause their plans of work begun here have been continued in 
similiar organizations elsewhere. 

When we remember how fully one's time is occupied at a 
place like this with the regular school studies, it seems a won- 
derful showing when we can record 650 members, over half of 
them active members of the Y. M. C. A. The various com- 
mittees engaged in carrying on this work are :

Asa result of their varied efforts we find that the study of 
the Bible is more general and that individual interest in it has 
been wonderfully furthered ; a weekly prayer -meeting for young 
men (meeting on Thursday evening from 6 to 7 o'clock) has 
been kept alive and growing and in it many young men have 
signed the White Cross pledge, and have thus helped by that 
much, and more that cannot be recorded, in purifying society ; 
about $500 have been raised to meet current expenses, to send 
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young men to the Northfield, meetings, to purchase topic cards, 
to publish the ** Student's Hand-Book " of the school, and to 
help in the cause of missions ; about 85 conversions of young 
men have taken place and nearly all of these have found their 
way into the church of their choice. 

These are the items that can be tabulated in a report, but -the 
service done in enriching lives, and in building up a commu- 
nity feeling the interests of all that is best in a young man, can- 
not be told. To anyone at all conversant with the student life 
here, these results are very apparent but not measurable. 

The White Cross movement was organized April 22, 1889, 
but upon the formation of the Y. M. C. A. the former was 
merged into it as a single department.

Young Women's Christian Association. 

No organization in the school has done more for the spiritual 
welfare of its members and their associates than the Young 
Women's Christian Association. Organized September 24, 
1 89 1 , the association has seen five years of remarkable activity 
and growth. In all there have been 420 active members and 
214 associate members, giving a grand total of 634. Not in 
number, however, can we count the service rendered by the Y. 
W. C. A. Numerous workers have been engaged, and, in esti- 
mating the value of the organization, we must look to the in- 
fluence they have exerted and will still exert because of the 
habits of work thus formed. The varieties of work done will 
be manifested in a brief statement of the objects and results of 
the several committees. 

Devotional Comniittee. — It is the duty of this committee to 
have charge of the regular religious meetings ; to see to the ap- 
pointment of leaders for these meetings, and the selection of 
suitable topics; and to provide for any special meetings that 
may be desired. Regular meetings have been held weekly, 
with an average attendance since organization of no less than 
100 persons. As a result of this voluntary student work, Chris- 
tian lives have been deepened and enriched ; many who were not 
Christians have become such ; nominal Christians have been 
renewed and greatly aided ; and the atmosphere of the school 
has been influenced. Not less than 125 girls have taken a de- 
cided public stand for Christ in these five years. 

Bible Study Committee. — The results, seemingly the out- 
come of the work done by the Devotional Committee alone, are 
rather to be attributed to the joint action of it and the Bible 
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Study Committee. By these workers an interest in Bible Study 
is kept alive and enlarged, and arrangement made for classes 
devoted to such study. The number of such classes varies 
from term to term ; since their existence there has been an aver- 
age of not less that 130 girls in group classes, holding weekly 
meetings. These classes are in charge of lady members of the 
faculty, and of girls in the upper classes of the school. 

Reception Comniittee — The duties of this Committee are 
not easy to perform. Their work consists in meeting the new 
girls at the opening af each term, and looking after and helping 
them through the first weeks away from home. The results of 
this work cannot be recorded, but they are evidently gi*eat, 
since so much depends upon getting a young person properly 
started in new and untried surroundings. 

Membership Committee. — This Committee is expected to 
visit each new g^rl in the school, endeavor to interest her in 
the work of the Association, and if possible secure her for 
membership. The, record of its work is seen in the growth of 
the Association. 

Missionary Committee. — Acting in the belief that a relig- 
ious body earnest in the work of missions is a body that will 
live and flourish, this Committee has seen to keeping the cause 
of missions before the association. It has done this by arrang- 
ing meetings for this purpose. Some of these meetings have 
been conducted by the young people unaided ; many others have 
been aided by addresses from visiting missionaries from Home 
and Foreign Fields. The Student Volunteer movement has 
been kept before the members, and, as a consequence, four of 
the girls have pledged themselves to this work and are now 
awaiting an opportunity to be used. 

Finance Committee and Committee on Systematic Giv- 
ing. — It is the duty of these Committees to see to collecting all 
dues and to raise money for State and International work by 
pledges from the members. The excellent manner in which 
this work has been done can appear in nothing better than in 
the statement that for State, International, and World's work 
$259 have been raised and for Missions $30. For local needs 
(chiefly delegates expenses to State Conventions and to Sum- 
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mer Conferences at Northfield) the Association has raised 
$326.49, making a total of $615.49. 

The White Shield League was organized October 18,. 1889, 
by Dr. Mary W. Allen. It was placed under the control of the 
Temperance League until 1894, when it was transferred to the 
Y. W. C. A., becoming a department of that organization with- 
out separate ofl&cers. Miss Carrie E. Bemus was superintendent 
during 1889-90 and Miss Sara A. Kirk during 1890-94. In all 
there have been 586 signers to the Social Purity pledge. Meet- 
ings in the interest of purity have been held at irregular inter- 
vals, generally several during each year.

Students' Hand-Book. 

A Students' Hand Book, presented to the new student at 
the beginning of the term by the Christian Associations, is a 
feature inaugurated one year ago. This book, prepared by Prof. 
Francis H. Green, contains much valuable information about 
regular school work, religious work, literary society work, 
athletics, location of various rooms, hours for various duties, 
etc. 

It has proved an excellent means of reaching new-comers 
and of awakening in them an interest in the various lines of 
activity carried on here, from the very beginning. 

It is a permanent guide to them in the many things that 
would otherwise need to be told many times over. 

Athletic Association. 

Gymnastic exercises and out-door sports have been features 
of the school for many years, but not until April 20, 1895, have 
they been systematically managed by a central body. Ten 
days before that date, a meeting was held in the interests of 
athletics and temporary officers were elected. Prof. C. B. 
Cochran served as temporary chairman and H. G. Landis as 
Secretary. Dr. C. E. Ehinger, H. S. Lucas, A. D. Chandler, 
E. P. Conley, W. D. Renninger, and C. V. R. Evans consti- 
tuted the committee appointed to prepare the constitution and 
by-laws. The association was formally organized by electing 
H. S. Lucas, president; C. V. R. Evans and H. G. Landis, 
vice-presidents; Monroe Smith, secretary, and Geo. Wendel, 
treasurer. 

By the end of the first year the Association had 80 members ; 
at the present time it numbers 140. 

February 28, 1896, the annual meeting was called for the 
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election of officers and resulted in the choice of C. V. R. Evans 
as president ; Thornton Emrey and Clarence Jones as vice-presi- 
dents; Frank Nieweg as secretary, and Wallace Heaton as 
treasurer. The executive committee managing affairs at the 
present time is composed of Dr. C. E. Ehinger, Prof. C. B. 
Cochran, Dr. A. T. Smith, and A. L. Worthington. 

Annual Field Sports have twice been given under the direction 
of the Association. Great impetus was given to this movement 
by the Board of Trustees of the school headed by Mr. H. B. 
Buckwalter. At his earnest solicitation the gold and silver 
medals which were distributed to the winners in the several con- 
tests were procured. 

The association has been represented twice in relay races, etc. , 
at other places. 

At Phcenixville, June 15, 1895, the relay team composed of 
Heber Sensenig, Harry Derr, H. S. Lucas, and Morgan 
Thomas won a mile race against all competitors in 3.43 min- 
utes. 

On the Franklin Field, University of Pennsylvania, Philadel- 
phia, April 25, 1896, a team composed of H. S. Lucas, 
Thomas Johnson, Ambrose Brough, and Harry Derr, defeated 
teams from Temple College, Philadelphia; South Jersey Insti- 
tute, Bridgeton, N. J., and Drexel Institute, Philadelphia. 
Time, 3.55 2-5 minutes. 

Rare Posessions. 

Among the possessions of the school, especial mention should 
be made of several to be found in the reception room. First 
we notice an original painting of George Washington by 
Charles Wilson Peale. For this painting Washington gave the 
sittings at Valley Forge during the memorable winters of 1777- 
78. This rare and valuable picture is in a remarkably fine 
state of preservation. It was presented to the Chester County 
Cabinet of Natural Sciences in 1841, by John Neagle, Esq., of 
Philadelphia. According to liis own testimony it was bought 
by him at a sale of some of Peale 's effects. 

A mahogany clock, formerly the property of Benjamin Frank- 
lin, graces a corner of the reception room. This was bought at 
a sale of Franklin's effects by the late Benjamin Price, of West 
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Chester, and presented to the Chester County Cabinet. 

In glass cases on the wall may be seen a large collection of 
autograph letters from Washington, L<afayette, Greene, Arnold, 
Wayne, Hamilton, Putnam, Sullivan, Gates and others. They 
came, through the Chester County Cabinet, from Col. Isaac 
Wayne, son of Gen. Anthony Wayne, and were a part of the 
personal correspondence of his distinguished father. 

The school also possesses a large number of similar letters, 
gifts of various persons, including especially a number written 
by the prominent actors in the events immediately preceeding 
the late war. These were presented to the school by the late 
Hon. R. E. Monaghan.
